Propagating lobster* Artificially. 


The first eqtpeswn&its in artificial 
propagation of lobsters were made sim- 
ply in glass jara with sea water that was 
changed daily.- Even under theee primi- 
tive conditions, the newly hatched fry 
thrived and grew to he of jprae size and 
healthy. Any one who desires to rear 
lobsters by hand can accomplish the par- 
pose most quickly by keeping the spawn 
bearing females in suitable ponda or 
tanks until the young come oat. In 
raising the fl-nfr"a'|a on a large scale, 
however, it would be best to separate 
the eggs from the lobster and spread 
them upon ti-ays, allowing the water to 
percolate among them, as is done with 
salmon eggs. By this method much 
trouble wonld be avoided, as well as the 
expense of feeding* the ndnlfr 'hen lob- 
sters. 
v ' < 


There is no- reason apparent wherefore 


the same success Should not be obtained 
with lobsters as has been achieved with 
Balm on, which have been mado to swarm 
once more by myriads in streams depop- 
ulated by imprudent fishing. Already 
the lobsters on the North Atlantic coast 
are rapidly vanishing, and unless meas- 
ures are soon taken for supplying their 
place by artificial propagation there will 
be none left. Apparently, however, it 
will be entirely practicable to turn out 
upon the depleted grounds many mill- 
ions of young lobsters yearly as soon as 
proper plants for this object have been 
established. 


One thing in favor of lobster raising, 


as to cheapness, is that they prefer food 
that is partially decomposed, and the 
waste food of the towns, now thrown 
away, might bo most usefully employed 
by the lobster hatcheries. Stale fish ia 
esteemed by lobsters an especial delicacy. 
—Interview in Washington Star. 


Danger in Paper Money. 


Passing from hand to hand among all 


classes of the people, it would be strange 
indeed if money, and especially paper 
money, did not in its transit become 
from time to time the vehicle of in- 
fectious disease. Even the crisp "fiver" 
of tho Bank of England no doubt has 
often borne the germs of fever in ita 
folds, and how much more then the 
greasy, discolored and well thumbed £1 
note, or tBe paper fraction of soma 
foreign currencies. Higher values have 
here a distinct advantage. Less com- 
mon, 
less in keeping of the overcrowded 


poor, less handled and soiled, therefore 
they may perhaps in many cases run 
their circuit without having done much 
mischief. 


There are, indeed, preservative cir- 


cumstances which guard the sanitary 
credit of all paper currency. One is th? 
very freedom of circulation and the ven- 
tilation this insures. Smoothness of sur- 
face is another, and a third, which oper- 
ates in a minor degree, ia found in the 
fact that not children are chiefly con- 
cerned in the business of exchange. 
These qualifications my suffice to justify, 
at least by a negative verdict, the em- 
ployment of paper money from a sani- 
tary standpoint. 


Still a certain risk remains, and care- 


ful-persons will do well to note this and 
on occasion to disinfect even their bank 
notes. The danger, such as it is, should 
also, in our opinion, be allowed some 
weight in deciding the question whether 
a small note currency, hitherto not found 
to be indispensable, should or should not 
be generally adopted.—London Lancet. 


Devil Bird of La Souffrlero. 


The bird culled the "devil bird of 


La Souffriero" by both Labat and Dn- 
tertre, has webbed feet like a duck or a 
gooso and claws like a bird of prey, a 
•>'iarp and curved bill, and large eyes, 
which cannot bear the light of day. 
When surprised in tho daytime at a dis- 
tance from its nest it will run or fly 
against everything in its way. Father 
Dutertre, in his description of Guade- 
loupe, where the volcano of La Souf- 
friere is situated, says that the natives 
call the bird by a name which means 
"devil," and that they do so on account 
of n popular belief among them that 
the bird nests in the very crater of the 
volcanos fit a placo inaccessible to man, 
among the melting lava and sulphurous 
fumes. 
Father Dutertre finishes his 


account of the devil bird in these words: 
"Here we have a bird of wonderful and 
surprising ingenuity, which fishes by the 
light of" a volcano and hatches its eggs 
by tho warmth of its gaseous discharges." 
—St. Louis Republic. 


Dog's History. 


In all Jewish history there is not a 


single allusion to hunting with dogs, 
though mention is frequently found of 
nets and snares. The Hindoos likewise 
consider tho animal unclean and submit 
to various purifications if they acci- 
dentally come into contact with one, 
believing that every dog is animated by 
a wicked and malignant spirit con- 
demned to da penance in that form for 
crimes committed in a previous state of 
existence. 
Even in .Egypt dogs now are 


as much avoided as they'were once ven- 
erated. 
However, in Greece and Borne 


the beast was highly estimated. Alex- 
ander the Great built a-city in honor of 
a doeu—Interview ia Washington Star. 


As the fly glides rapidly over a smooth 


surface every step presses out a supply 
of gum strong enough to give him a 
sure footing and to sustain him in safety 
if he halts. So strong is the cememVthat 
that upon one of his six feet is quite suf- 
ficient to sustain the weight of his whole 
body.

the mining industry, is not proapeious in 
Nevada. In Central and Eastern Nevada 
mines which paid good wages, when silver 
was at par, or oven above $1 25 per ouuc£, 
cannot bo worked, except at a loss, with sil- 
ver less tb«u a dollar an ounce, notwith- 
standing lha cost of production h,w been 
cheapened. 


Only a few days «go ihero wa» general 


complaint bec«u«e a shipment of bullion 
from the Overman, which assayed $14,685, 
netted only $11,300, thongh it conl«ine<1 
considerable gold. 
Does Mr. Yerington

COtOBED CI1IZESS' COMPLAINTS. 


The American Citizens' Equal Rights 


^Bsociatioij, composed of colored men, held 
a convention at Ciocinnati this wetk. 
They adopted a series of resolutions, pro- 
testing against the efforts of the so-called 
leaders ot their race to secure recognition 
and office from the Administration to the 
exclusion of more progressive men. They 
also direct attention to the fact that colored 
men are appointnrl to Federal offices only 
in the South, where the only political 
service they can render is to send delegates 
to the National Convention, while they are 
denied office in the Northern States where 
their votes are necessary to the success of 
the party. 


While it is a fact that colored men are 


appointed postmasters and given positions 
in the Internal Revenue offices and custom 
houses in the South, they seldom get any- 
thing in the North above porter or janitor, 
doubtless for the reasons stated. 


INCREASING REVENUES, 


The internal revenue receipts continue 


to increase and exceed the the estimates. 
For the first nine months of the fiscal year, 
which will end June 30th next, the receipts 
are $7,000,000 more than for the same time 
in the last fiscal year, and considerably in 
excess of the estimates. If the same rate 
of increase continues until June 30th, the 
receipts will exceed $150,000,000, whioh is 
greater than at any previous time in the 
last twenty years. 


The revenue for the year ending June 30, 


1890, was $142,500,000, against $130,800,- 
000 for 1889. 


California has received its share of tbe 


direct tax authorized to be refunded by act 
of Congress. It amounts to $208,246 29.

had already been purchased by an agent of 
the insurgents iu New York and shipped 
to S»n Francisco to be placed on Borne 
coasting vessel and transferred to the Itata 
at some rendf zvons to bs arranged later. 
Ths transport 
and 
man-of-war sailed 


northward in company aa far as Cape San 
Lucas, where a transfer was made of a 
large portion of the crew of the Esmsralda 
to the hold of the Itala with their cutlasses 
and muskets, and after the Captain of the 
war ship had himself gone aboard the Itata 
the vessels parted, it being understood that 
the Esmeralda would wait off San Lucas 
for'tthe return of the transport. 
One ol 


the deserters who gave these facts was one 
of the marines who lay bidden in the hold 
of the Itata, but after spending about a 
week in those stuffy quarters he deemed 
life ashore preferable to his cramped posi- 
tion on board, and jumped overboard 
Tuesday night. Alter the transfer at Cape 
San Lucas the Chileans who were stowed 
away in the minor recesses ol tne Ilata 
knew very little of all that was occurring. 
They did know, however, that they were 
prepared to take part in any fight that 
might come along. It was an open secret 
on board that they were to meet tbe Rob- 
ert and Minnie somewhere off this pott but 
just where they were not informed. The 
captain of the Esmeralda being aboard they 
acted under his orders. He told them that 
they wonld go back on board of their own 
ship at Cope San Lucas, where she was 
waiting for them, and then nuil for Chili. 


Before leaving tbe man-of-war, rations 


were becoming short, in fact none of the 
marines on the battle ships at the front 
had any too much to eat aud supplies whioh 
the Itata purchased here were to be dis- 
tributed around as for Jas they would go. 
When asked if the Esmeralda might not 
have some north after the Itata left her, 
the Chilian said that it was altogether 
probable that she had, as tbe transport 
had not expected to remain here as long as 
she did and the officers of the war ship 
probably feared that she had got into some 
trouble. 


The deserters are more intelligent than 


the average Chilean seen in these parts and 
gave as a reason for leaving the Itata 
that

certainly an easy -way to keep on the 
right side of folks to let philosophy and 
theology alone. 


Moreover it is, no doubt, necessary for 


such experiences to go a little behind 
that sort of Japan which you find on the 
Hatobas of Yokohama or Kobe, in the 
Yoshiwaras of those and the other open 
ports. At very little distance from the 
surface, which we civilizing westerners 
have done our best to spoil, will be still 
discovered the old, 
changeless, high 


tempered, generous, simple and sweet 
mannered Japan of old. 


I frankly confess it has entirely charm- 


ed me; and therefore what I say of this 
Japanese nation, and their manners 
and customs, must be received with the 
proper caution attaching to the language 
of a friend, and even a lover. But where 
else in the world does there exist such a 
conspiracy to be agreeable; such a wide- 
spread compact to render the difficult af- 
fairs of life ns smooth and graceftil as 
circumstances admit; such fair decrees 
of fino behavior fixed and accepted for 
all; such universal restraint of the 
coarser impulses of speech and 
act.

How Playing Marbles Are Made, 


Nojuly all the common marbles wWcl 


drag down the pockets of our boys are 
made in Oberatein, Germany. They are 
made from the refnso of the agate am 
stono quarries in that neighborhood 
The stone is broken into small cubes b; 
blows of a light hammer. These smal 
blocks of stone are thrown by the shovel 
ful into tho ' 'hopper" of a small mill 
formed of a bed of stone, having.its--BUT 
face grooved with concentrated furrows 
above these is the "runner," which 
made of hard wood having a level fac 
on its lower surface. The upper bloc' 
is made to revolve rapidly, water bein; 
delivered upon the grooves of the bet 
stone where the marbles are' bein, 
rounded. It takes about fifteen^minxitei 
to finish a bushel of good marbles read; 
for "snapping." One mill wiii-torn-iOu 
170,000 marbles per week. The-very 
hardest "crackers," as the boys cal 
them, are made by a slower process 
somewhat analogous, however, to th 
other.—New York Telegram.
